Gentlemen : — 

I  am  submitting  to  you,  the  biennial  report  of  the  State 
Hospital,  for  the  two  years  ended  May  31st,  1920,  the  details  of 
which  you  will  find  in  the  statistical  sections.  After  due  con- 
sideration of  the  needs  of  the  institution,  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
have  asked  for  the  following  sums  of  money,  to  meet  our  needs 
for  the  coming  two  years : — 

For  Maintenance,  Salaries,  Wages,  Labor  and  Repairs  from 
June  1st,  1921  to  May  31st,  1922,  the  sum  of  Eighty  Thousand 
($80,000.00)  Dollars. 

From  June  1st.  1922  to  May  31st,  1923,  the  sum  of  Eighty 
Thousand  ($80,000.00)  Dollars,  a  total  for  the  two  years  of  One 
Hundred  and  Sixty  Thousand  ($160,000.00)  Dollars. 

In  the  line  of  Improvements,  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years,  we  are  asking  for  some  specific  amounts  to  make  much 
needed  changes,  and  improvements,  and  feel  that  we  are  justly 
entitled  to  all  we  ask. 

For  replacing  our  present  refrigerating  plant,  the  sum  of 
Twenty-Five  Hundred  ($2,500.00)  Dollars. 

For  installing  Fire  Escapes,  as  ordered  by  the  Department 
at  Harrisburg,  Fifteen  Hundred  ($1,500.00)  Dollars. 

For  Resurfacing  our  Roads,  which  have  not  been  repaired 
since  1908,  we  would  ask  for  Fifteen  Hundred  ($1,500.00) 
Dollars. 

For  Painting  our  Buildings,  Two  Thousand  ($2,000.00) 
Dollars. 

For  Completing  and  Furnishing  the  Home  for  Nurses, 
Twelve  Thousand  ($12,000.00)  Dollars. 


For  putting  in  an  electric  elevator  in  Hospital  and  building 
fireproof  shaft  for  same,  the  sum  of  Thirteen  Thousand 
($13,000.00)  Dollars.  Also  for  placing  electric  wires  in  conduit 
in  old  buildings,  the  sum  of  Twenty-Five  Hundred  ($2,500.00) 
Dollars. 

This  makes  a  total  of  One  Hundred  and  Ninety-Five  Thou- 
sand ($195,000.00)  Dollars,  for  Maintenance  and  needed  Im- 
provements. 

The  fact  that  this  institution  has  gone  through  the  past 
two  years  without  a  deficit,  should  at  least  be  of  sufficient  im- 
portance to  merit  some  serious  consideration  from  your  Board, 
as  well  as  from  the  Legislature,  and  while  we  ask  but  little 
for  our  needed  improvements,  yet  we  feel  entitled  to  every  penny, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  kept  within  our  means,  and 
created  no  debts  for  the  State  to  pay. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has 
continued  to  demonstrate  its  great  usefulness  to  the  Middle  Coal 
Field,  as  well  as  other  parts  of  the  State,  and  it  is  the  hope, 
desire,  and  intention  of  the  Trustees  to  maintain  the  standard 
of  the  Hospital  in  its  work  of  ministering  to  the  sick,  and  in- 
jured coming  under  its  care.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


November  16th,  1920. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees 
State  Hospital, 

Hazleton,  Pa. 

Gentlemen : — 

At  the  close  of  each  two  fiscal  years,  ending  May  31st,  it 
becomes  my  duty,  as  well  as  pleasure,  to  send  out  the  report 
of  some  of  the  work  done  in  the  institution  during  that  time. 
The  ending  also  of  my  twenty-third  year  of  service,  makes  the 
task  one  of  interest  for  I  have  seen  the  institution  grow  from 
moderate  size  to  its  present  capacity ;  while  it  is  of  interest  to 
note  that  but  two  of  the  original  Board  of  Trustees  are  alive, 
Mr  E.  L.  Bullock  and  Dr.  H.  M.  Neale,  and  also  one  member. 
Dr.  Keller,  was  the  first  executive  officer  of  the  original  Board. 

While  changes  have  been  many,  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
has  progressed  and  increased,  under  the  wise  guidance  and 
valued  aid  of  the  gentlemen  comprising  the  Board  of  trustees 
who  have  ever  upheld  me  in  the  often  trying  times,  and  have 
always  supported  any  and  all  movements  tending  to  benefit  those 
coming  under  the  care  of  this  institution. 

There  were  admitted  to  the  wards  and  dispensary,  during 
the  period  of  two  years,  eight  thousand  and  sixty  (8,060)  pati- 
ents the  ward  patients  having  had  eighty-six  thousand,  eight 
hundred  and  forty-four  days  (86,844)  of  treatment,  or  an  aver- 
age of  sixteen  days  per  patient. 

Our  daily  fixed  charges  has  never  gone  above  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)  and  seldom  reached  that  figure. 

Owing  to  the  splendid  work  of  the  First  Aid  Corps  at  most 
of  the  mines,  and  to  the  well  organized  Compensation  Medical 
Officers,  our  work  in  the  out-patient  department  has  fallen  off  a 
great  deal,  as  many  injuries  that  formerly  came  to  us  for  minor 
accidents,  are  now  cared  for  at  their  homes  and  with  excellent 
results. 

There  were  three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
(3739)  operations  performed,  with  a  mortality  of  barely  two 
per  cent  (2%)  which  is  gratifying  to  all  concerned,  and  com- 
pares favorably  with  most  statistics. 

It  has  been  our  privilege,  and  great  pleasure  to  treat  such 
of  the  returned  soldiers,  as  were  sent  to  us,  and  to  examine  and 


advise  in  numerous  cases,  and  we  are  happy  to  feel  that  som° 
of  these  over-seas  men  have  heen  restored  to  health,  while  others 
have  been  greatly  improved.  No  one  can  do  too  much  for  those 
who  served  so  well,  and  our  wards  are  ready  for  any  whom  we 
can  serve  and  help. 

We  have  had  numerous  calls  for  the  care  of  "Social"  or 
Venereal  Diseases,  and  in  so  far  as  we  could,  we  have  done  our 
part  to  help  in  the  crusade  for  better  and  cleaner  communities, 
but  here  I  would  emphasize  the  need  for  a  separate  building,  to 
care  for  special  cases  such  as  these,  and  for  Contagious  Diseases 
that  now  and  then  develop,  or  are  thrust  upon  us.  This  is  most 
important  and  should  be  a  part  of  every  hospital. 

We  have  had  numerous  visits  from  various  State  officials, 
who  have  made  their  usual  inspections  and  recommendations. 
Among  these  gentlemen  who  have  called  were  Mr.  Bromley 
Wharton  and  Mr.  Wilson  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  Mr. 
Arthur  Townsend  and  Dr.  Rickert  of  the  Auditor  General's 
Department. 

The  Clergy  of  all  denominations  have  been  faithful  in  the 
visiting  of  those  who  were  sick. 

The  various  papers  have  been  sent  to  us  daily,  and  I  hereby 
tender  the  thanks  of  the  institution  for  this  courtesy. 

Again  I  pay  tribute  to  that  splendid  woman  of  Drifton,  Pa., 
Mrs.  Eckley  B.  Coxe,  who  by  her  generosity  has  added  much  to 
the  joy  and  comfort  of  the  inmates  of  this  hospital.  Ever 
thoughtful  and  unselfish,  she  is  indeed  an  angel  of  mercy. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  B.  Markle,  we  are  thankful  for 
their  kind  thoughts  of  the  children  at  Christmas  time.  To  Mr. 
J.  J.  Cuyle  we  extend  thanks  for  his  generosity  at  each  Christ- 
mas season. 

To  all  those  who  in  any  way  have  added  their  efforts  to 
help  others  here,  we  tender  sincere  thanks. 

I  can  not  refrain  from  expressing  the  great  satisfaction  of 
all  the  nursing  staff  at  the  knowledge  that  at  last  we  are  to 
have  a  Home  for  the  Nurses,  and  that  after  some  years  of  effort, 
the  goal  has  been  reached,  and  the  building  is  now  in  the  course 
of  erection,  and  will  some  day  stand  as  a  monument  to  the  gen- 
eiosity  of  the  citizens  of  Hazleton  and  vicinity,  as  well  as  to  the 
kind  co-operation  of  those  corporations  who  were  liberal  in  their 
gifts  of  money. 

To  my  mind,  this  home  marks  our  greatest  step  in  the  pro- 
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gress  of  good  nursing,  by  providing  needed  room  for  recreation, 
study  and  sanitary  living. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  as  a  whole  has  been  very  satis- 
factory, and  I  am  pleased  to  testify  to  the  loyal  support  of  all 
officials  serving  with  me. 

To  the  Trustees,  individually  and  collectively,  I  owe  much 
for  their  unwavering  support  and  co-operation  at  all  times,  and 
it-  is  this  that  makes  for  harmony  and  efficiency.

REPORT  OF  TRAINING  SCHOOL 


Hazleton,  Pa.,  November  8th,  1920. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Plospital  :— 
I  submit  the  following: — 

Owing  to  the  ever  increasing  work,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  again  increase  our  nursing  staff'.  This  was  made  possible  by 
having  four  students  sleep  at  their  homes,  and  four  have  rooms 
at  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  thus  making  it 
possible  for  the  students  to  have  experience  in  specialing  patients. 

During  the  past  year,  text  books,  the  property  of  the  Hos- 
pital were  supplied  the  students. 

There  has  been  no  serious  illness  among  the  nurses  during 
the  past  two  years.  The  school  now  numbers  twenty-five  stu- 
dents. ■ . 

Miss  Katherine  Sharpe  resigned  as  assistant  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Nurses,  to  take  up  private  duty.  Lillian  Weaver  was 
appointed  to  take  her  place. 

Miss  Helen  Jordon,  class  of  1920,  was  appointed  Night 
Supervisor  and  Helen  Schott,  also  class  of  1920,  Ward  Super- 
visor ;  Edna  Diehl  relieved  during  the  summer  vacations.

INFORMATION  FOR  APPLICANTS  TO  THE 
TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 


The  Training  School  for  Nurses  at  the  State  Hospital,  Hazle- 
ton, Pa.,  is  instituted  to  give  a  thirty-six  months'  training  to 
women  desiring  to  become  Professional  Nurses. 

Those  wishing  to  enter  must  apply  personally,  or  by  letter, 
to  the  Directress  of  Nurses  at  the  Hospital,  who  will  furnish 
instructions  respecting  the  personal  information  to  be  given  by 
application.  The  letter  of  application  must  be  accompanied  by 
a  physician's  certificate  of  sound  health  and  unimpaired  faculties ; 
letter  from  a  clergyman,  and  two  certificates  of  good  character. 
Applicants  must  be  between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  thirty-five 
years,  and  be  of  average  height  and  physique.  They  must  be 
able  to  read  aloud  well,  to  write  legibly  and  accurately  from 
dictation  ;  to  understand  arithmetic  as  far  as  fractions  and  per- 
centages, and  to  take  notes  at  lectures.  This  amount  of  educa- 
tion is  INDISPENSIBLE,  but  women  of  superior  education  are 
preferred. 

Candidates,  if  approved,  will  be  received  on  probation  for 
two  months;  if  accepted,  they  will  formally  join  the  school,  and 
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sign  an  agreement  to  complete  the  prescribed  course,  and  to  con- 
form to  all  rules. 

The  right  is  retained  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any 
mioil  with  the  school  for  INEFFICIENCY,  MISCONDUCT, 
o7a  gen  rally  UNSATISFACTORY  RECORD,  or  for  any 
other  reason  which  may  be  deemed  sufficient  by  the  hospital 
authorities. 

Pupils  are  employed  on  day  and  night  duty  in  the  wards, 
operating  rooms,  or  any  other  department  of  the  hospital  to 
which  they  may  be  assigned.  They  are  on  duty  from  7  A  M 
to  7  P  M  ,  and  are  allowed  half  an  hour  for  dinner  and  half  an 
hour  for  supper,  and  additional  time  (two  hours  and  a  half)  for 
study  rest  or  recreation.  They  are  also  allowed  an  afternoon 
(1  to  10  P  M.)  each  week,  and  a  part  of  Sunday.  A  vacate  of 
two  weeks  will  be  given  at  the  end  of  the  hrst  and  second  years, 
and  two  during  the  third. 

In  addition  to  board,  lodging  and  a  reasonable  amount  of 
laundry  work,  the  pupils  are  given  a  monthly  allowance  _  of 
$10  00  This  allowance  is  not  given  as  a  payment  for  services 
rendered  (the  training  and  teaching  given,  and  he  pro fession 
acquired  being  considered  an  ample  equivalent),  but  is  given 
fo?  the  purchase  of  the  required  uniform  dress,  and  text  books,, 
and  to  meet  other  expenses  incidental  to  training. 

In  sickness  the  pupils  will  be  cared  for,  but  the  time  so  lost 
must  be  made  up. 

The  course  includes  practical  and  theoretical  instructions 
in  the  nursing  of  Medical,  Surgical,  Obstetrical  and  Gynaeco- 
logic  cases;  the  application  of  electricity,  sick  diet  cooking,  and 
massage  Examinations  are  held  at  stated  intervals,  and  pupils 
cannot  pass  to  more  advanced  work  unless  they  obtain,  on  critical 
marking,  an  average  of  at  least  seventy  per  cent. 

Final  examinations  are  held  in  March  of  each  year.  Pupil 
nurses  are  expected  to  remain  in  the  Training  School  until  these 
examinations  are  satisfactorily  passed  They  are  then  awarded 
the  diploma  of  the  Hospital  Training  School.  I  hey  also  receive 
a  gold  pin.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


L— SURGEON  AND  SUPERINTENDENT. 

A — The  Surgeon  and  Superintendent  shall  have  the  entire 
cere  of  patients.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  management 
of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  faithfully  observed. 
He  shall  have  the  general  care  of  the  institution,  including  the 
buildings  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  grounds  attached  thereto.  He 
shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Maintenance  and  Discipline 
Committee,  have  power  to  employ  and  discharge  nurses  and 
employees.  He  shall  see  that  all  nurses  and  employees  perform 
their  duties  and  shall  maintain  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital  as 
regards  them  and  the  patients.  He  shall  require  a  bill  with  all 
goods  delivered  at  the  Hospital,  and  have  them  weighed,  meas- 
ured or  counted,  and  if  correct,  have  the  bill  so  marked. 

B — The  Assistant  Surgeons  shall  assist  the  Surgeon  and 
Superintendent  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  and  shall  render 
such  services  as  shall  be  required  by  him.  Assistant  Surgeons 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Superintendent  and  Surgeon,  and 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

C — No  person  shall  be  appointed  Surgeon  and  Superintend- 
ent or  Assistant  Surgeon  who  is  not  a  graduate  as  Doctor  of 
Medicine  of  a  Medical  College  in  good  standing. 

II._PATIENTS. 

Persons  injured  in  or  about  the  mines,  railroads  or  work- 
shop, shall  be  admitted  at  any  time  for  treatment. 

Other  classes  desiring  admission  will  be  received  under  Rule 
22,  New  Wards. 

III.— ADMISSION  AND  DISCHARGE  OF  PATIENTS. 

A — The  Surgeon  shall  examine  such  patients  as  apply  for 
admission  to  the  Hospital,  and  determine  upon  their  admissi- 
bility, subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations.    A  record  of  the 
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name,  age,  place  of  nativity,  occupation,  whether  married  or 
single,  of  the  injury  and  of  the  place  where  injury  was  received 
shall  be  kept  of  all  patients  admitted. 

B — No  person  having  contagious  disease  shall  be  admitted. 

C — Cases  may  be  admitted  at  all  hours. 

D — Those  cases  which  are  deemed  by  the  medical  officer  most 
necessitous,  urgent  and  dangerous,  and  those  which  are  most 
likely  to  admit  of  being  relieved,  are  to  have  preference  in  being 
received  as  patients. 

E — No  distinction  based  on  race,  color  or  creed  shall  be 
made  in  the  admission  of  patients. 

F — All  persons  shall  be  discharged  as  soon  as  they  are  cured, 
and  all  those  whose  cases  shall  be  judged  incurable  after  a  rea- 
sonable time  of  trial,  shall  be  discharged. 

G — All  discharges,  except  for  misconduct,  shall  be  made 
under  the  direction  of  the  Surgeon  or  his  Assistant. 

I — Injured  persons  who  choose  to  live  at  home  and  who  are 
able  to  visit  the  Hospital  from  day  to  day  for  treatment,  shall 
have  their  injuries  dressed. 

IV.— NURSES. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  nurses  to  attend  faithfully  to  the  patients 
under  their  care,  to  obey  implicitly  the  directions  of  the  Surgeons, 
to  accompany  them  in  all  their  visits  to  the  wards,  to  see  that  the 
patients  behave  with  propriety  and  observe  all  the  rules  of  the 
institution  and  to  report  to  the  Surgeons  or  to  the  Superintendent 
any  misconduct. 

The  Assistant  Surgeons,  nurses  and  employees  in  the  Hos- 
pital shall  not  absent  themselves  from  their  duties  without  per- 
mission from  the  Surgeon  and  Superintendent. 

V.— DISCIPLINE. 

All  patients  shall  conduct  themselves  with  decorum  toward 
each  other  and  to  the  officers,  nurses  and  servants  of  the  Hospital. 

They  shall  not  be  allowed  to  use  profane  or  indecent  lan- 
guage, or  to  gamble  on  pain  of  immediate  expulsion ;  nor  shall 
they  be  allowed  to  smoke  in  the  wards  or  within  the  buildings. 
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No  liquors,  provisions  or  medicine  of  any  kind  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  the  patients  by  their  friends ;  and  no  patients  shall  be 
permitted  to  have  any  diet  or  prescription  prepared  in  or  out  of 
the  Hospital  other  than  that  ordered  by  the  medical  officer. 

No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  leave  the  Hospital  while 
under  treatment,  without  the  special  permit  of  the  medical  officer 
in  charge. 

Such  patients  as  are  able  shall  give  assistance  in  nursing 
and  other  light  duties,  when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Surgeon 
and  Superintendent. 

For  any  breach  of  these  rules  the  offender  shall  be  liable  to 
discharge  by  the  Surgeon  and  Superintendent. 

When  any  patient  shall  desire  to  see  any  minister,  priest, 
or  teacher  of  religion,  such  wish  shall  be  communicated  to  the 
Surgeon  or  Superintendent,  and  the  person  so  required  shall  be 
admitted  to  attend  upon  the  individual  case. 

No  public  religious  exercises  shall  be  held  in  the  Hospital. 

All  lights,  except  in  the  wards,  entries,  Superintendent's 
rooms  and  the  Surgeon's  rooms,  are  required  to  be  extinguished 
at  half  past  ten  o'clock  P.  M.  No  reading  in  bed  at  night  is  to 
be  allowed,  either  by  patients  or  by  any  employee  connected  with 
the  establishment. 

RULES  FOR  VISITORS. 

1.  Regular  visiting  days — Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday, 
l  to  3  P.  M. 

2.  Evening  visiting — Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday,  7  to 
8  P.  M.,  by  pass  only  from  a  Trustee,  where  employed  persons 
are  unable  to  get  away  in  the  day  time. 

3.  No  passes  to  be  issued  to  any  one,  Tuesday,  Thursday  or 
Saturday — day  or  evening — by  any  Trustee,  and  any  one  wanting 
admission,  must  go  to  the  Hospital  and  get  permission  from  the 
surgeon  or  assistant  surgeon. 

4.  Sunday  visits  to  patients  will  be  limited  to  men  only,  and 
above  16  years  of  age,  by  pass  from  a  Trustee,  or  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  between  the  hours  of  one  and  three  o'clock. 
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5.  Children  under  12  years  of  age  will  not  be  permitted 
except  under  special  conditions,  by  permission  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

6.  The  Superintendent  to  have  discretionary  power  in 
regard  to  all  passes.

RULES  FOR  NEW  WARDS. 

1.  No  contagious  or  chronic  cases  shall  be  admitted. 

2.  Before  a  patient  is  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  the  family 
physician  must  communicate  with,  and  state  the  condition  of  the 
case  to  the  Superintendent,  who  will  decide  on  the  admissibility.

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RULES  FOR  AMBULANCE 


i.  Ambulance  shall  respond  promptly  to  all  calls  for  acci- 
dent cases  due  to  injury  at  mine,  railroads  or  work-shops. 

2.  Injured  persons,  if  possible,  must  be  sent  to  the  Hospital 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  accident,  if  ambulance  service 
is  desired. 

3.  Ambulance  will  meet  trains  or  trolleys  within  the  limits 
of  Hazleton,  when  notice  is  given  beforehand,  stating  the  nature 
of  the  case  and  the  time  the  train  or  trolley  will  reach  the  city. 

4.  Ambulance  will  not  go  out  of  Hazleton  or  West  Hazle- 
ton limits  for  patients  other  than  the  class  first  named. 

5.  Other  classes  applying  for  ambulance  service  must  first 
be  examined  by  a  physician,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hos- 
pital has  discretionary  power  to  send  ambulance. 

6.  No  person,  except  a  physician  or  a  nurse,  will  be  allowed 
to  ride  on  the  ambulance. 

7.  A  blotter  for  calls  (giving  date  and  hour  in  each  case), 
and  full  records  of  ambulance  service  is  to  be  kept. 
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AN  ACT 


AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  selection  of  a  site  and  erection  of  a  State  Hospital 
for  Injured  Persons,  to  be  located  at  or  near  Hazleton,  in  the 
County  of  Luzerne,  to  be  called  the  State  Hospital  for  Injured 
Persons  of  the  Middle  Coal  Field,  and  for  the  management  of  the 
same,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  that  the  Governor  shall 
appoint  six  Commissioners  to  select  a  site  and  build  a  hospital 
for  injured  persons,  to  be  located  at  or  near  Hazleton,  in  the 
Anthracite  Middle  Coal  Field,  embracing  Lower  Luzerne  County, 
part  of  Schuylkill  County  and  Carbon  County,  four  of  said  Com- 
missioners to  be  chosen  from  Lower  Luzerne  County  and  two 
from  Carbon  County  in  the  Middle  Coal  Field  aforesaid,  who 
shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Section  2.  Said  Commissioners  shall  select,  within  four 
months  after  the  date  of  their  appointment,  a  tract  of  land  at  or 
near  Hazleton,  Luzerne  County,  aforesaid. 

Section  3.  Said  tract  of  land,  so  selected,  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Governor  in  writing,  and  the  deed  of  the  same  shall  be 
taken  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  fee,  for  any  lands 
donated  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Section  4.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  adopt  such  plan 
for  said  hospital  as  shall  involve  an  expenditure  for  erection, 
exclusive  of  the  land,  of  not  over  sixty  thousand  dollars,  when 
completed;  Provided,  that  the  plan  of  such  building  or  buildings 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Charities ;  Provided, 
further,  that  the  land  necessary  for  such  purpose  shall  be  donated. 

Section  5.  That  said  Commission  shall  have  power  to  employ 
and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  Superintendent  of  Construction, 
and  such  other  persons  as  they  may  think  necessary  to  employ,  to 
secure  the  proper  and  economical  construction  of  said  budding 
or  buildings  ;  Provided,  that  the  total  expense  of  said  buildings 
shall  not  exceed  sixty  thousand  dollars. 
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Section  6.  To  enable  the  said  Commissioners  to  properly 
perform  the  duties  assigned  them  as  herein  provided  for,  the  sum 
of  thirty  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated,  annually,  for 
the  years  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven  and  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  to  be  drawn  from  the 
treasury,  as  may  be  required  for  the  erection  of  buildings  herein- 
before mentioned,  on  warrants  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Commission,  and  countersigned  by  the  President  or  General 
Agent  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities. 

Section  7.  Said  Commissioners  shall  proceed  to  erect  said 
buildings  and  complete  the  same  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible, 
compatible  with  the  economical,  substantial  and  skillful  execution 
of  the  work,  and  shall  make  report  to  the  Board  of  Public  Chari- 
ties of  the  amount  of  money  expended  by  them,  and  of  the  prog- 
ress made  in  the  erection  of  said  buildings  semi-annually,  at 
least,  and  oftener  if  so  required  by  said  Board. 

Section  8.  The  said  Commissioners,  upon  the  completion  of 
said  Hospital,  shall  surrender  their  trust  to  a  Board  of  Managers 
or  Trustees,  to  consist  of  nine  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  from  the  counties  or  parts  of  counties  embraced  in  the 
said  Middle  Coal  Field ;  said  managers  or  trustees  shall  be  a 
body  politic  or  corporate  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Trustees 
of  the  State  Hospital  of  the  Middle  Coal  Field  of  Pennsylvania;" 
they  shall  serve  without  compensation,  shall  manage  and  direct 
the  concerns  of  the  institution  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  and  shall  make  all  necessary  by-laws  and  regulations 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Section  9.  That  this  Hospital  shall  be  specially  devoted  to 
the  reception,  care  and  treatment  of  persons  injured  in  and  about 
the  mines,  work-shops  and  railroads,  and  all  other  laboring  men; 
Provided,  however,  that  no  patient  shall  be  admitted  for  treat- 
ment in  said  Hospital  to  the  exclusion  of  the  classes  herein  stated, 
and  who  have  contracted  injuries  in  or  at  the  coal  mines  em- 
braced within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  fourth  inspection  dis- 
trict of  the  anthracite  coal  fields  of  Pennsylvania. 
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Section  10.  The  Trustees  of  said  Hospital  may,  from  time  to 
time,  charge  any  patient,  other  than  the  classes  named  in  Section 
9  of  this  Act,  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  treatment. 

Section  II.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  of  said  Hos- 
pital to  receive  contributions  or  donations  from  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  offering  to  contribute  or  donate  any  money  or 
other  valuable  considerations,  whether  by  will,  deed,  gift  or  other- 
wise, to  aid  in  the  support,  maintenance,  and  for  improving  the 
property  of  said  Hospital ;  Provided,  that  the  proceeds  of  all  con- 
tributions or  donations  received  by  the  said  Trustees,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  specially  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  herein  stated  ;  Providing,  further,  that  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  the  same  showing  the  whole  amount  of  money  received 
by  the  said  Trustees,  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the 
name  or  names  of  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  contributing  or 
donating  the  same,  together  with  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
expenditures  of  said  money,  shall  be  made  quarterly,  under  oath, 
to  the  Auditor  General,  the  same  as  statements  for  State  appro- 
priations are  now  required  by  law. 

Section  12:  The  Governor,  Judges  of  the  several  Courts  of 
record  in  the  Counties  of  Luzerne,  Carbon  and  Schuylkill,  and 
members  of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  ex-officio  visitors  at  the 
institution.

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A  SUPPLEMENT 


To  an  Act,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  selection  of  a  site  and 
the  erection  of  a  State  Hospital  for  injured  persons,  to  be  called 
the  State  Hospital  for  Injured  Persons  of  the  Middle  Coal  Field, 
and  for  the  management  of  the  same,  and  making  an  appropriation 
therefor,"  approved-  the  fourteenth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  authorizing  the  erection 
of  a  wing  to  the  Hospital  buildings,  for  the  reception  and  treat- 
men  of  persons  afflicted  with  sickness  or  disease  other  than 
accidents. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  of  the  Middle  Coal 
Field  of  Pennsylvania,  and  they  are  hereby  so  directed,  to  permit 
the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  wing  to  the  said  State  Hospital 
building,  not  to  cost  less  than  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000.00), 
to  be  contributed  by  Mrs.  Eckley  B.  Coxe,  without  expense  to 
the  Commonwealth  ;  and  the  erection  and  equipment  to  be  done 
in  accordance  with  the  plans  furnished  by  her  architect,  and 
approved  by  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State 
Hospital ;  the  wing  being  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  for  treat- 
ment persons  afflicted  with  sickness  or  disease  other  than  accident 
cases,  arising  from  injuries  to  persons  in  and  about  the  mines, 
work-shops  and  railroads,  and  all  other  laboring  men,  as  pro- 
vided in  said  Act ;  Provided,  that  the  wing  of  the  Hospital  herein 
authorized  may,  at  any  time,  when  not  fully  occupied,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  management,  be  used  for  patients  who  cannot  be 
accommodated  in  the  main  building. 

When  so  created  and  equipped,  the  said  wing  is  to  be  a  part 
of  the  said  State  Hospital  buildings,  and  to  be  controlled  and 
managed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  said  State  Hospital,  and 
maintained  by  the  State,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  had  been 
one  of  the  original  buildings  authorized  and  erected.
